whom 312,122 are Catholics. It is estimated that 60 
per cent of the Catholics have a Hispanic 
background.

Reactions to Fr. Greeley survey 
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Abortion is ‘human rights’ not religious issue, House told — 


WASHINGTON (NC)—Two Catholic prelates 
joined 20 other witnesses in week-long hearings 
before a House subcommittee on proposed 
constitutional amendments to réStrict abortion. 


The two; Cardinal Terence Cooke of New York 
and Archbishop Joseph L. Bernardin of 
Cincinnati, argued that abortion is not a religious 
issue, but one of ‘‘human rights.”’ 


THEY REFUSED to endorse specific wording 
for an amendment, preferring to leave that to the 
Congress. But they sketched in outline form the 
principles that any amendment should embody, 


Those principles, according to Cardinal Cooke, 
chairman of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops’ Committee for Pro-Life Activities, would 
establish that the unborn child is a person under 
the terms of the Constitution, express a 
commitment to the universal and maximum 
protection of human life and give the states power 
to enact enabling and related legislation. 


All this, according to Cardinal Cooke, would 
restore to the unborn the right to life of which they 
were stripped by the Supreme Court decisions of 
January, 1973, which struck down most state laws 
against abortion. 


OTHER WITNESSES told the subcommittee, 
which has voted down attempts to bring 
amendments to the floor of Congress, that life 
begins at fertilization and that abortion is 
therefore the taking of human life. 


That argument was advanced by Dr. and Mrs. 
J.C. Willke of Cincinnati, a husband-wife team 
long active in the right-to-life fight. 


The Willke’s attacked the “‘viability’’ argument 
for abortion, calling it ‘‘completely irrational.’’ 
The ability to survive outside the womb ‘‘is a 
measure of the sophistication of the external life 
support systems, of the knowledge and ability of 
the doctors, nurses and laboratories around the 
baby. It is not a measure of the baby himself,”’ the 
Willkes told the subcommittee. ; 


WITH TODAY’S technology, viability is down to 
20 weeks, the couple said. They played a recording 
of a fetal heartbeat made eight weeks and two 
days after fertilization to underscore their 
contention, and cited evidence that brain waves 
are measurable at six weeks of gestation. 


Another physician, Dr. William J. Keenan, 
attacked the Supreme Court’s use of viability as an 
argument for abortion. Dr. Keenan told the 


congressmen, ‘“‘There is a great paradox in

medicine's efforts to help one child in his struggle 
for life while killing other infants of comparable 
physiological and anthropometric measure- 
ments.” 


Dr. Mildred F. Jefferson, a professor at Boston 
University and president of the National Right to 
Life Committee, attacked the ‘‘assignment of 
killing functions to the doctor,” -saying it 
“jeopardizes the entire foundation of an organized 
society.” 


ABORTION IS NOT a woman’s rightful choice, 
said Dr. Jefferson. ‘‘As long as the human family 
has only women naturally equipped to bring forth 
its own kind, it must not grant her the privilege of 
throwing its offspring away,’’ she said. 

The seven member subcommittee will hold one 
more day of hearings to accommodate two 
witnesses, Leo Pfeffer and Prof. Thomas Emerson 
of Yale. Pfeffer is opposed to an amendment.

Average gift again over $60

Gifts of $100 or less are the 
backbone of Stewardship, 
according to Bill Standing, 
diocesan Stewardship co- 
ordinator. 


“In Stewardship ’75, last 
year’s drive, more than 
26,000 of the 34,000 pledges 
fell in that category,’’ he 
said. “‘Nearly 6,500 Catholics 
pledged between $100-$250, 
250 pledged between $500- 
$1,000 and 90 pledged more 
than $1,000.” 


FOR THIS year’s program, 
Stewardship ’76, the average 
gift is again more than $60. 
According to Standing, near- 
ly. 35,000 Catholics from 
across the diocese have 
pledged an average of $63.69 
apiece. 


For Stewardship ’76, he 
said, 160 parishes have 
reported $2,204,790 pledged.

125 Sisters and lay -people 
attended the seminar at the 
University of San Diego. 


“But,” Sister Coston said, 
“Vatican II shifted our focus 
to social sin and it became 
clear that political involve- 


ment is our Christian duty.’ . 


That, she said, led Sisters 
from religious communities 
across the nation to found 
Network in 1972. 


“Our goal,’’ she said, ‘‘is 
to stress the gospel message 
of social justice and to 
encourage Sisters to get 
themselves and others in- 
volved in the political process 
to hold candidates account- 
able for their statements and 
actions.”’ 


THEY SAID Sisters could 
be campaign volunteers and 
organize others to work in 
the campaigns, set up can- 
didate forums so people can 
meet and question those 
running for office, and dis- 
tribute Network information 
about pending legislation 
and legislators’ voting re- 
cords. i 


““As Church people,”’ Sis- 
ter Kelleher said, ‘‘we hold 
membership in many groups. 
We must take stands as 
groups to demonstrate our 
strength to candidates and 
this is especially important in 
an election year.’’ 


Until last: year the diocese - 


granted this subsidy. 


But last year the parishes 
were granted larger Steward- 
ship shares and were asked 


to pledge $250,000 for high

Contrary to current rum- 
ors, Mercy Hospital, San 
Diego, is not phasing out its 
maternity wing. 

“Certainly not,’’ was the 
reply from Sister Placida 
Conant, administrator of the 
large Catholic hospital, when 
asked by SC whether the 
phase-out is planned. 


“SOME doctors started 
the rumor at a _ medical 
meeting, or came up with the 
suggestion. We were not 
even at the meeting,’’ she 
said. 


““When we heard about it 
we pointed out to the doctors 


that we are the only. hospital 
that does not perform abor- 
tions,’’ she said. ““Many 
patients will not go to 
maternity sections of hospit- 
als where abortions are 
carried out.’’ 


ASKED whether they are 
replacing Dr. John Wanless, 
the former director of obstet- 
rics at Mercy, who died in 
June 1975, Sister Placida 
said they are actively trying 
to find a successor. 


“But California is a diffi- 
cult place to get doctors into 
now,”’ she said. ‘‘The mal- 
practice problems have not 
helped to recruit for such 
posts.”’

‘‘Fidelity’’ is a holy and a strong word. It is a 
two-fronted word in time. Faithfulness, fidelity, 
looks to the past, the starting point, the 
fountain that is Christ. And it looks to the 
future, to the time which comes and goes, 
which consumes and devours all except that 
fidelity which remains and which will remain. 


Catholicism, if one wishes to define it in a 
general way, is a perennial act of fidelity. The 
Church, because it is the disciple of Christ, 
armed by his grace, by his law and by his 
words, is faithful and exists throughout history.

A man who 
lives faced with this spectacle of the philosophic 
and social change of our days, even if he does 
not participate actively, forms an opinion that 
all fixity is negative and all mobility is positive. 


- The other difficulty arises from the fear that 
fidelity paralyzes any action to meet the needs 
of the times and the need of love. This is not so. 
Faithfulness to Christ is an inexhaustible 
fountain of renewal.—To a general audience

Moral leadership from the Governor? 


Obviously Playboy magazine is pleased, and is 
making the most of the interview with Gov. 
Edmund (Jerry) Brown Jr. of California in their TV 
advertising. But why did our Governor, who claims 
a Catholic upbringing and education and who still 
professes—or at least has not denied—his faith, 
choose the symbol of sexual exploitation and 
license as the vehicle for a major interview. © 


‘‘| had.some reservations about the interview 
because of the values the magazine projects to 
people, values | don’t really agree with,’’ he says in 
the interview. So why did he agree, selecting 
Playboy out of all the invitations he received for 
such an interview? ‘‘Because .you were so 
persistent,’’ he told them. ‘‘And it’s a way to 
communicate with a lot of people.’’ 

The Governor who signed into law the Bill which 
permits any acts between consenting adults in 
private—he could have refused to sign it—is the 
same Governor who uses the mouthpiece of our 


-~permissive society as his launching platform for a 


Presidential campaign. He is also the man who, in 
the words of the magazine is ‘’a product of Catholic 
education and three and a half years of study to 
become a ‘priest at a Jesuit seminary’’. 


It seems, in all that education he didn’t listen too 
closely to any talks or instructions he received 
about moral leadership. The nation could certainly 
use some. The state could, too, and especially from 
our 37-year-old Governor. ‘‘You were so persist- 
ent,’’ he told Playboy. The forces of evil have 
always been known for persistence. Jesuit 
seminarians learn this, too. 


Is Gov. Brown a ‘‘practicing’’ Catholic? In 
answer to my query his office said ‘‘matters of faith 
are personal.’’ 


Oh, no, Father Greeley 


If it is difficult to fathom the mind of our 
Governor, it is similarly difficult to understand 
what Father Andrew Greeley thinks he is achieving 
with his woeful outlook on the future of the Church. 
In his latest study, Catholic Schools in a Declining 
Church, he claims that the Church, ‘‘once the 
strongest of America’s large religious denomina- 
tions, is now in such disarray that questions about 
its survival are being asked even within the Church 
itself...the Church is now. being torn apart by 
internal forces it cannot control.’’ 


Father Greeley, a priest-columnist and sociolo- 
gist, is the head of the National Opinion Research 
Center in Chicago which has carried out several 
surveys on the Church in recent years. They have 
prognosticated much alarm and despondency in the 
Church from time to time and Father Greeley has 
set himself up as a sort of enfant terrible in his 
writings and in his attitudes to the Church of today. 


Nobody will deny that the Church is going 
through a painful period in its history. But whether 
it is more painful and ‘‘more mortal’’ that in the 
past is a moot point. The Church in the United 
States, like many other institutions in this nation, 
needs to take a close look at itself, to re-examine its 
targets and its priorities and act. But we don’t have 
to rush out to the nearest cliff like the Gadarene 
swine on the strength of the NORC current survey. 


Admittedly there is much to ponder and ‘pray 
about—and act on—in today’s situation. We have 
lost up to 5,000 priests in the past 10 years, and the 
number of nuns has declined by about 45,000. We 
also know the troubles and trials of Catholic 
education and the decreasing number of schools. 


But in any refining process—and Vatican || and 
its aftermath surely are this—the dross is burned 
away and the fired steel emerges, cleansed and 
purified of less resilient materials. Is not the 
Church going through some sort of strengthening 
pracess now? Numbers may drop, but who can 
forecast what the future holds, or the quality of 
faith and structure that might emerge? The Church 
of Christ will be no more popular than Christ 
himself when it speaks against the mores of the 
times, but if it is to remain his Church that—in this 
age of modern paganism—is exactly what it must 
do. 


Billy Graham a Catholic! . 

In .a recent interview with U.S. Catholic 
magazine, Billy Graham was asked if he could 
become.a Catholic. His reply: ‘‘I never really 
thought of it, because when you’ re a Baptist you're 
pretty satisfied.’’ He said that ‘when it comes to 
Catholic dogma, the infallibility of the Pope would 
be a stumbling block.’’ He did add, however, that 
Protestants ‘‘have given far too little attention to 
Mary.” .

Graham and Hesburgh 


In the same issue, by contrast, Father Theodore 
Hesburgh, the Holy Cross priest who is president of 
Notre Dame University and a national leader in 
many spheres, was also interviewed. He 
commented on the change in the ‘‘religious 
presence’’ of the Catholic Church thus: ‘‘What has 
always bothered me is that in my youth many 
people prayed the Rosary, went to church 
regularly, performed acts of devotion, struck little 
prayers in their prayer book to say every day and 
never did anything to right the injustice that was 


around them.’’ He added that even though much of - 


his own life goes into service, which he feels is an 
essential Catholic symbol of presence, he still says 
the Rosary every day. 


To do or not to do, that is the question 


We were talking...about wrong- 
doers, do-gooders and do-nothings, 
and how, in our assessments. of 
people, the emphasis falls on ‘‘doing’’ 
rather than on ‘‘being’’. And, when 
you think on it, that is the way it 
should be. 


We may, of course, be wrong or be 
good—but, in effect, what we do 
determines what we are. We do not do 
saintly or sinful things because we are 
saints or sinners. On the contrary, we 
become saints because of the saintly 
way we live our lives, or sinners 
because of the sinful things we do. 


_SIMILARLY, we are a_ selfish, 
inconsiderate people, or a_ loving, 
compassionate people to the extent 
that we live selfish, inconsiderate 
lives or practice love and compassion. 
An alcoholic does not drink excessive- 
ly because he is an alcoholic—he 
becomes an alcoholic because of his 


_ excessive drinking. A homosexual 


does not engage in aberrant sexual 
behavior because he is homosexual— 
he becomes a homosexual through 
déviant practices. 


Our actions determine the shape 
our nature will assume, so that to a 


TH 


large extent, we choose to be the kind 
of person we are. It is a personal 
choice, and one we are making all the 
time. At all times, in every aspect of 
our lives, we are always making that 
decision, making that choice. 


Even when we consider ourselves 
uncommitted, passive, we are opting 
for one course of action, one life 
orientation, over another. Life is 
movement, B.W. Maturin says, and 
movement. implies direction. Life” is 
too strong to be merely held in check. 
It does not stand still. 


IF WE DO NOT move with it in one 
direction, implicitly we choose an- 
other. If we do not choose actively to 
do good, we choose evil by default. 
Evil exists as the product of our own 
free choice, our own free will— 
because God will not rescind the 
autonomy he has given to mankind. 
No-one can be forced to do evil or to 
be evil—tales from Ruritania notwith- 
standing—any more than he can be 
forced to love. 

We can, it is true, be forced by 
other pressures to perform acts which 
may be objectively evil, but we cannot 


‘ be culpable of evil except through our 


own will. When we look at the world 
and are appalled at the evidence of 
evil in wars, murders, organized 
crime, abortion, human exploitation 
and so on, we are not viewing the ef- 
fects of some disembodied—or em-: 
bodied power imposing itself upon 
innocent people. 


We are observing the consequence 
of the corporate choice of evil by the 
people of our society. And we all have 
a part in this. The choices for evil over 
good that we make may be _ in 
relatively ‘‘small’’ matters, but they 
are our choices all the same and they 
add to the sum total of evil. 


THERE IS NO limbo for those of us 
who, while not willing to commit 
ourselves to obvious wrong-doing, will 
yet not become involved in positive 
action for good. On the. question of 
right or wrong, good or evil, there are 
no fence-straddlers. 


The only remedy against doing evil 
is doing good. But to choose for good 
entails effort, constant and strenuous 
effort. It demands energetic, strong 
and active affirmation of certain 
principles: lifestyles and oriéntations. 


There is a vast difference between 
doing good and not doing wrong. 
Goodness is not a negative thing; but 
very positive. It involves daily, hourly, 
even secondly decisions for what is 
right. 

BUT HOW DO we know what is 


right and what is not? Some issues are © 


clear and unmistakeable. Others are 
grey and contestable. Where do we 
look for truth and the greater, 
ultimate rightness of things? 


We speak of conscience— it some- 
times seems as though personal and 
individual conscience has assumed 
the mantle of infallibility we try to 
deny the Church— but often we cannot 
differentiate between what we want to 
do and what we ought to do. 


If we truly desire what is right, we 
need to look deep within’ ourselves, 
within the scriptures, within’ the 
teaching of the Church, and. pray tor 
God's guidance. For the.more we 
come to know him through Christ, the 
more we come to know good and. the 
easier it will be to recognize it in the 
major and ‘‘unimportant’ decisions 
we are called to make every moment 
of our fives: ;

of numbers to suggest ideas. 


Recognizing this helps us to discern the 
overall plan of the book. Five times we come 
across the same refrain, or a variant of it: 
“‘Jesus finished his discourse and left the 
crowds spellbound at his teaching’’ (7:28; 
11:1; 13:53; 19:1; 26:1). It serves to mark off 
the five booklets which form the structural 
framework of the Gospel, each booklet 
containing a narrative followed by a long 
discourse. 


KNOWING WHAT we do about the 
significance which the Jews attached to 
numbers, we may surmise that. Matthew 
chose this fivefold division purposely to get 
across a key idea. He clearly intended to 


show in his Gospel that Jesus was the 


Messiah promised by Moses and all the 


prophets who followed him. 


Jesus came to perfect the Old Law and to 
promulgate the New, which was not really a 
““‘law’’ in the same sense as the Old. But at 
any rate, just as the Old Law had been 
promulgated on Mt. Sinai, so the New Law 
was given in the Sermon on the Mount. And 
just as the Law of Moses comprised five 
books, so did the Law of Christ, the Gospel. 


Such a plan of composition necessitated a 
good deal of rearrangement of the 
traditional material. While respecting the 
broad outlines in which this material was 
usually presented: the Galilean ministry 
followed by the Judean, Matthew exercised 
great freedom in grouping Jesus’ words and 
deeds. 


MARK AND LUKE followed a more or 
less chronological order in their Gospels; 
Matthew’s ordering of the material was 


dictated rather by logical considerations. 
This is especially true of the five long 


discourses, in which sayings of Jesus which 
were uttered on quite diverse occasions are 
grouped together on the basis of subject 
matter to form large synthetic sermons. 


The ancients actually preferred this logical 
arrangement over the chronological, and in 
their writings praise Matthew for his 
orderliness while chiding Mark for his lack of 
order. Today we are inclined to take just the 
opposite view; we much prefer to know 
exactly when and where something hap- 
pened. 


At any rate, five great sermons form the 
backbone of Matthew’s general plan. They 
are as follows: 


1. The Sermon on the Mount: the Charter 
of the Kingdom (5-7). 


2. Instructions to the disciples for the 
spread of the Kingdom (10), 


3. The true nature of the Kingdom (13) 
4. The Christian community (18) 


5. The downfall of the old Israel, the 
establishment of the new (24-25). 


The longest of these discourses is the well 
known Sermon on the Mount. It is not 
exactly a new Law in the sense of @ set of 
rules, a legal code after the fashion of the 
Law of Moses. Rather it states the attitudes, 
the spirit which should animate one who 
would open his heart to the reign or rule of 
God. a 


SIGNIFICANTLY, it begins with the eight 
Beatitudes, startling reversals of the values 
by which this world lives, declaring blessed 
the poor in spirit, the meek, those who 
mourn, the persecuted. In like manner we 
are later urged to offer the left cheek to one 
who would strike us on the right, to be 
merciful rather than to insist on strict 
justice. 5 

Writing for Jewish Christians, Matthew 


_ had to address the difficult question of the 


relation of the Christian life to the Old Law, a 
matter of some importance in the early 
Church. Consequently he reports Jesus’ 
teaching on this subject. In this teaching the 
Master insisted that He had no intention of 
rendering null and void the Law and the 
Prophets. - 


But now that He who was Truth and 
Wisdom incarnate had come, he meant to 
perfect their teaching, to realize all its 
glorious potentialities. Even though the 
prophets had urged true interior religion, 
the emphasis in the Old Law had been on the 
external act. And the Pharisees had 
stretched this emphasis to the point of 
absurdity. - ; 


_ IN THE SERMON on the Mount 
especially, Jesus showed just how he meant 


to perfect the Law. One way was by focusing _ 


attention on the importance of the 
dispositions of the human heart. The Law 
had forbidden murder; he forbade anger. 
The Law had forbidden adultery; he forbade 


impure desires. He was the new, the perfect — 


Moses, stating the new ideal of perfection 
from the Mount of Beatitudes as Moses had 
given the Old Law from Mount Sinai. 


The Sermon treats a wide variety of 
subjects and in the past there was a 
tendency on the part of many to look upon it 
as the sum total of the teachings of Jesus. 
This is simply not true. 


The Sermon lays the groundwork, spells 


‘out fundamental Christian attitudes, but 


there is much more in the Gospels than just 
these three chapters. In the weeks to come 
we shall have the opportunity to see more of 
what the Master came to teach us.

ee Biblical Profile: Jonah eee 
Not nightingales, but 
whales and rolling seas

In the Middle Ages, three stonemasons 


were asked what they were doing-as they 


worked on their jobs. 


One looked down and said, ‘‘I am shaping 
stone.”’ 


And the second looked up and said, ‘‘I am 
making a wall.’’ 


But with awe the third man said, ‘‘I am 
building a Cathedral.’’ 


“Jonah-was very much like the first two 
stonemasons. He didn’t know how to see the 
big picture. His narrow mindedness pre- 
vented him from having a missionary vision 
of the world. God was just for Israel-and no 
one else. It’s best to stay within the stones 


and walls.of the Holy Land and not bother - 


trying to wake up other peoples to the 
wonder and love of the Lord. 


GOD ORDERED Jonah to become a 
missionary to Niniveh. He was to preach 
repeniance so the people would not perish 
by the wrath of God. He was to present to 
them the beauty of the God of the covenant. 
Jonah saw no point in this. He embarked on 
a boat that was going in the precisely 
opposite direction from Niniveh. 


A storm arose while Jonah napped 
contentedly in his stateroom below deck. Up 
on the deck the frightened sailors are 
praying for deliverance while the prophet of 
God’s people sleeps and dreams. Soon the 
sailors come down and haul him from his bed 
and_-bring him up to stare in horror at the 
threatening waves and stumble fearfully 
before the relentless winds. Clearly, the boat 
is not going to stay afloat very long. 


Jonah has enough presence of mind and 
living faith to realize that it was his stubborn 
infidelity to God’s command that brought on 
this marine disaster. He told the terrorized 
sailors that it was his own fault that such a 
storm has come. ‘‘Pick me up and throw me 
into the sea, that it may quiet down for you, 
since I know that it is because of me that this 
violent storm has come upon you.’’ (1:12) 


THEY THROW him into the sea and he is 
swallowed up into the darkness of death. In 
other words, for redemption and resurrec- 
tion there must first be a crisis and a death. 
This is why Jesus identified Himself with the

story of Jonah who~spent three days 
figuratively in the darkness of death. 


There Jonah prayed for deliverance and 
promised to preach as he had been 


commanded. On the third day he rose on the - 


sandy beach that led to the city of Niniveh. 


Jonah dutifully, though still not without 
some personal grumbling, preached through 
all the streets of the city. To his great 
surprise the people gladly took to his 
message. They believed what he said and 
practiced penances with zest. Privately, he 
still believed that God would not really have 
mercy on the city. : 


PEEVISHLY, HE climbed a hill 
overlooking the city and waited for a 
spectacle of fire and brimestone to level the 
metropolis. Since it was a hot day, God 
caused a gourd to grow and shade the 
distressed prophet. Then God made the tree 
wither as suddenly as he had created it. At 
this point Jonah simply lost all patience with 
God and with Ninivites and with the 


‘merciless sun that was baking away his last 


ounce of tolerance. ‘‘I would be better off 
dead than alive.’’ (4:8) 


Then God spoke to Jonah. ‘‘You are 
concerned over the-plant which cost you no 
labor. It came up in one night and in one 
night it perished. Should I not be concerned 
over Niniveh, in which there are more than a 
hundred-and-twenty-thousand persons who 
cannot distinguish their right hand from 
their left?’’ (4:10-11) 


This story was often told to awaken the 
missionary instinct among the people of 
God. They had been selected to be the light 
of nations. They must not hide that light 
within the bushel of one people, but let it 
shine that the whole earth may know the 


glory of the Lord. : 


THE PEOPLE had a tendency to be very 
much like Jonah. They would rather have the 
nightingale serenity of a Mediterranean 
garden spot than become partakers of the 
whales and rolling seas of prophecy to those 
who have not yet heard of the light. 


A vibrant religion is always a missionary 
religion bearing the gift of God—His love 
and compassion and justice—to all the lonely 
and needy in the world.

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What Is Jesus’ Message to Us? 
Jesus’ Call is to repent 
and grow in perfection

Jesus, the uncreated Word of God become 
flesh, become one of us (John 1:14) is indeed 
“the way, the truth, and the life’’ (John 
14:5). In the Sermon on the Mount the 
Gospel according to Matthew presents Jesus 
as the new and perfect Moses, the One who 
gives to us a new ‘‘law’’ that brings the old 
to fulfillment by perfecting it and challeng- 
ing us to-be the beings we really are: God’s 
chosen people, His children, whose hearts 
are to be aflame with a love for His justice 
and righteousness, blessed in our poverty 
and suffering (Cf. Matthew 5:1-18). 


Certain things stand out in the teaching of 
Jesus, and three in particular demand our 
prayerful reflection: (1) His call to 
repentance, (2) His words of encourage- 
ment, and (3) His summon to perfection.

Toward a World Community 


Christ is ‘the real thing’

Several years ago, an imaginative 
soft-drink commerical showed a multi-racial, 
multi-national group on top of a hill joined in 
the song: ‘‘I’d like to teach the world to sing 


- in perfect harmony.”’ 


-Their message was that Coca-Cola is used 
around the world and brings people 
together—a rather exalted theme for a 
commercial message. 


THERE IS little doubt that the bonds of 
commerce and of similar taste do help to 
bring the different peoples of the world 
closer together—but there is another 
message and there is another food both 
catholic and Catholic, universal both in 


‘appeal and effectiveness. 


The message which is truly universal is 
the Gospel, the good news of the life and 
teaching of Jesus Christ. The food which is 
truly universal is: the Eucharist, the spiritual 
nourishment which communicates the life of 
Jesus Christ to all who receive it. 

Thus, the “‘real thing’’ is not Coke; it’s 
Christ. It is He alone Who is the principle of 
perfect harmony in the world which He 


made, among the persons He created and in. 


the universe which He designed. 


» OUR UNITY comes from the fact that we 
have one Father, God; that we have one 
brother, Jesus Christ; that we have one life, 
grace; that we have one truth, the Gospel; 
that we have one food, the Eucharist. Our 
unity, however, is not the monotonous 
flatness of one tone or of one color; it is the 
rich harmony of a colorful mosaic or of 
powerful polyphony. 


As we are nourished by Christ in the 
Eucharist, our concepts should be clearer 
and our commitment deeper. A central 
concept is that our relationship is universal 
—we are brothers and siSters to all men and 
women and we bear a responsibility for their 
material and spiritual well-being. A funda- 
mental commitment is that our mission is 
universal—we cannot rest as long as one 
person has not heard of Jesus Christ or as 
long as one person is not treated as we would 
treat Christ Himself. 

Since we receive the life of Christ in the 
Eucharist, we realize that, as long as one 
person suffers injustice, it is Christ our 


brother to Whom the injustice is done. If we _ 


refuse to share our bread with the hungry, it 
is Christ our brother to Whom we are 
refusing food; if we refuse to share our 


clothing with the needy, itis Christ our 
if we © 


brother to Whom we refuse warmth; 
refuse to defend those who are robbed ‘of 
their dignity, then it is Christ our brother 
Whom we mock and ridicule again just as 
surely as if we lined the path to Calvary and 
shouted insults at Him. 


THE HUMAN family surely angen for - 
food and dignity; but it hungers even more ~ 


profoundly for faith and destiny. And it is a 
paradox of truly Eucharistic spirituality that 
those who find faith will share food and that 
those who discover their destiny will pepe 
other people’s dignity. 


Thus, it is no oversimplification to say that 
the Eucharist alone is capable of satisfying 
all of the hungers of the human family—for 
it is in sharing the Bread of Life that we 
recognize and serve our brothers and sisters 
in Christ.

He tells us that the very first thing we must 
do if we are to hear the joyful and liberating 
news of God’s surpassing love for us is 
humbly to recognize our own sinfulness, the 
hardness of our hearts. 


We cannot, we must not, deceive 
ourselves, for if we do we shall become like 
those whom Jesus denounced as filled with 
rapaciousness and evil, as hidden tombs 
(Luke 11:39 ff). If we are self-righteous, 
unwilling and thus incapable of seeing the 
plank lodged in our own eyes (Luke 6:42;, we 
will never be able to see the light that Jesus 
is or hear His summons to love, even as we 
have been loved. 


And we are sinners. For ‘‘if we say, ‘We 
are free of the guilt of sin,’ we deceive 
ourselves’ (John 1:8). Hence our first 
need is to acknowledge our sin and ask our 
Father for forgiveness. 


TIME AND AGAIN, Jesus reminds us that - 


sin, like its opposite love, is rooted in our 
hearts. Thus the need for a ‘conversion, a 
changing of our minds and hearts. Sin, Jesus 
tells us, springs from our faithless hearts. 


“Do you not see,"’ He said, ‘‘that nothing 
that enters a man from outside can make him 
impure? It does not penetrate his being, but 
enters his stomach only and passes into the 
latrine...What emerges from within a man, 
that and nothing else is what makes him 
impure. Wicked designs come from the deep 
recesses of the heart...and render a man 
impure’’ (Mark 7:18-23). It is for this reason 
that ‘“‘anyone who looks lustfully at a woman 
has already committed adultery with her in 
his thoughts’’ (Matthew 5:28). 


But Jesus does not want us to be 
discouraged because of our sinfulness. He 
and His Father are ardent lovers, and they 
seek us out. They will to make us their 
friends, and they are ready to give us their 
love and forgiveness, and Jesus delights in 
telling us of the surpassing joy that seizes 


God Himself when we repent of our sins and 
turn toward Him (cf, Luke 15:4 ff). 


MORE THAN this, Jesus tells us to have 
courage and hope. ‘‘Would any of you,’’ He 
says, “‘hand his son a stone when he asks for 
a loaf, or a poisonous snake when he asks for 
a fish? If you, wit: all your sins, know how to 
give your children what is good, how much 
more will your heavenly Father give good 
things to anyone who asks him!’’ (Matthew 
7:7-11). 


If we had to rely on ourselves alone, we 
would have cause for discouragement. For 
are we all not, at times, seized with a feeling 
of helplessness and powerlessness? Can we 
not all way, with Paul, ‘‘who can free me 
from this body under the power of death?”’ 
(Romans 7:24). But because of Jesus, we 
know that we are not alone! 


We know that He, the good shepherd, is 
searching for us now, that He has borne our 
iniquities and suffered everything, including 


_ death itself, to help free us from sin and 


create in us a new heart. 


AND JESUS, the Uncreated Word who is 
fully one with us, tells us that we are to be 
made ‘‘perfect as your heavenly Father ‘is 
perfect’’ (Matthew 5:48). He summons us to 
the perfection of God Himself! 


At first this seems impossible, for we are 
aware of our weakness and frailty. But this is 
the goal to which Jesus summons us, and we 
dimly perceive that with His help it is 
possible! 


Here, I believe, it is worth reflecting on 
the difference between us and other 
animals. A dog, for instance, will frequently 
show great affection and even ‘‘friendship”’ 
for his master, at times even sacrificing his 
life for him. But a dog or other animal, if 
attacked, will either fight or flee. And this is 
frequently our own response. 


BUT BECAUSE we are the kind of beings 
we are—living images of God—and because 
of the great and surpassing love that God 
has for us and has given to us in Jesus, we 
are capable of making a different response to 
attacks from enemies. We can reach out to 
embrace them in love! 


And in being willing to do this, we 
““image’’ the Father. For we, sinners that we 
are, have betrayed Him countless times. But 
despite our betrayals, His love is steadfast. 
and reaches out to forgive us and to welcome 
us to His bosom. 


And this, Jesus tells us, is what we are to 
do. “‘If you love those who love you, what 


merit is there in that? Do not tax collectors: 


do as much?’’ (Matthew 5:46). We, the 
friends of Jesus, are to love our enemies and 
pray for our persecutors (Matthew 5:44). 
And in doing this we will prove we really are 
the sons of the Father who sent us Jesus, 
and our willingness to do this, a willingness 
made possible ‘because of Jesus’ saving 
deeds, will enable the ‘‘reign of God,’’ a 
reign of peace and justice and joy, ‘to take 
root in the hearts of men!

Greeley study draws wide reaction 


WASHINGTON (NC) — 
Criticism and comments on 
the new study ‘‘Catholic 
Schools in a _ Declining 
Church’’ co-authored by 
priest-sociologist Father An- 
drew Greeley (SC, March 25) 
reflects disagreement with 
several aspects of the study. 


Father John L. Thomas, 
research professor at the 
Jesuit Center for Social 
Studies here, questioned the 
study’s conclusion that the 
decline in religious practice 
and acceptance of Church 
teaching among U.S. 'Catho- 
lics is attributable to the 1968 
encyclical Humanae Vitae. 


NOTING THAT the study 
compared two national 
samples of Catholics taken 
by the National Opinion 


Research Center (NORC) at 
the University of Chicago, 
one in 1963 and the other in 
1974, Father Thomas said 
that ‘‘past analysis does not 
give causality, but linkages.”’ 

Based on a reading of a 
pre-publication copy of the 
study, Father Thomas said it 
moved too easily from find- 
ing linkages between things 
to saying that one thing is the 
cause of another. 

Father Thomas pointed out 
that the new study does not 
have comparative data on the 
Second Vatican Council be- 
cause the 1963 opinion 
sample was taken before the 
council was completed. 


THE STUDY’S conclusion 
that the council’s reforms 
were not responsible for the 
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decline in practice and accep- 
tance of doctrine among 
Catholics does not hold up, 
he said. 


Noting that only a limited 
number of Catholics are 
exposed to Catholic school- 
ing, Father Thomas said the 
study would have been better 
if it had focused only on 
those who had attended 
Catholic schools. 


IN A LETTER to pastors in 
the St. Louis archdiocese, 
Cardinal John Carberry said 
“‘dogmatic and moral teach- 
ings of the Church cannot 
and do not depend upon the 
impression they might make 
on people. The revealed 
teaching of the Church must 
rest upon truth, not, in 
Father Greeley’s terms, or- 
ganizational impact.”’ 


Cardinal Carberry said 
Father Greeley admits that 
“it is not the function of 
social scientists to make 
theological judgments. Ethi- 
cal values cannot be arrived 
at by counting noses.”’ 


The cardinal said it must 
be remembered that Hu- 
manae Vitae contains auth- 
entic teaching of the Church 
concerning human sexuality 
and the morality of contra- 
ception. ‘‘That teaching,’’ he 
said, ‘‘is not affected by the 
sociological analysis con- 
tained in the report.’’ 

XAVERIAN Brother John 
Olsen, executive secretary of 
the secondary school de- 
partment of the National 
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Catholic Educational Associ- 
ation (NCEA), said the study 
by Father Greeley and his 
associates, which had been 
expected to focus on Catholic 
schools, “‘comes out as a 
description of the Church.”’ 


Brother Olsen added: 
“‘That’s crossing a bridge 
which the study does not 
have adequate data to do. 
Neither the data nor the 
issues themselves make it 
possible to draw firm conclu- 
sions about the relationship 
between Humanae Vitae and 
Catholic education. 


“The effectiveness of the 
leadership in the Church,”’ 
Brother Olsen said, ‘‘is 
related to sociological factors 
in American society that are 
not dealt with in the study.’ 


The survey was conducted 
between March 1, 1974, and 
June 6, 1974, by a team of 40 
researchers. They completed 
927 in-person interviews, 
averaging 84 minutes each in 
length. Fifty-seven per cent 
of those interviewed were 
women; 86 per cent were 
white, and 81 per cent were 
‘between the ages of 20 and 
59 years.
